1R, EDGAR LANSBURT'S 
DEFENCE. 


Mr. Edgar Lansbury, Chairman of the 
Poplar Board of Guardians, replied on Satur- 
day to the statement made on Friday by Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks, the new Minister of 
Health, to a deputation from loca] authorities, 
who protested against the Poplar Boatd’s ex- 
ceptionai policy of poor Jaw relief. Mr. 
Lansbury said :-— 

Wages ave settled by arbitrary methods, 
of which the law of supply and demand is 
one, and take no account of the needs of a 
family, As a Board oí Guardians we have to 
fix such relief as will not merely relieve 


destitution, but keep members of a family fit, | 
so that when work comes to them they may | 
be physically able to take it, because a man | 


who is in work must starve on the miserable 
sweated pittance of the wage he draws. 

“There is no reason why workers who are 
workless through no fault of their own should 
starve on the relief laid down by the Govern- 
ment. Instead of breaking the law in Poplar 
we have prevented a crime, and we are not 
ashamed of the way in which we have ad- 
ministered outdoor relief. , 

' As for the threat of the Minister of 
Health (in regard to the possibility of Par- 
liamentary action to deal with Poplar), we re- 
main unrepentant. If Sir William Joynson- 
Hicks thinks heeran do better, if he thinks 
e can organi nd run the poor law ad- 
ministration of Poplar, let him try it. either 
by a committee or a commission. We shall 
make him a present of the job.”

ARMED RAIDS IN COUNTY

The car conveying the mails from Galway 
to Headford was stopped by three armed men 
at Ballyfoyle, two miles from Galway, at four 
o'clock on Saturday morning. The raiders 
came from behind some bushes as the car 
rounded a bend of the road and called on the 
dtiver—a man named Connolly—to halt. 
Connolly stopped the car. 

One of the men covered him with a revolver, 
while the two others cut the mail bags and 
examined the contents. Registered letters 
were opened and the contents were taken. It 
is revorted that about £1,000 intended for 
the bank in Headford was seized. 

The robbery was reported to the Civic 
Guards. 

The post office at Claregalway was raided 
by two armed men at 1.30 o’clock on Friday 
morning. The raiders threatened the post- 
master with revolvers and demanded the old 
age pension money, He refused to hand it 
over, and a shot was fired into the ceiling by 
one of the raiders. The postmaster’s wife ran 
and told the Civic Guards, although one of the 
raiders threatened to shoot her if she did not 
halt. When the Civic Guards arrived, how- 
ever, the raiders had disappeared. About 25s. 
of the post cffice money was missed after the 
raiders left.

DEMAND FOR RELEASE OF THE 
PRISONERS. 


Mrs. Sheehy-Skeffington, speaking at a Re- 
publican meeting in Sackville street, Dublin, 
yesterday, referred to what she described as 
the inhuman detention of political prisoners 
without trial. If the State claimed that these 
people were not to be released with safety, 
they should treat them as human beings. A 
convicted murderer was assured, even under 
the Free State, of decidedly better treatment 
than the men and women who had no charge 
whatever preferred against them. In the news- 
papers they read figures showing the number 
of prisoners released periodically. If the re- 
leases were to continue in the same propor- 
tion they would not have all the men and 
women liberated in less than a year and a-half. 
And they were not going to wait that time. 
Madame Gonne McBride, speaking of the 
conditions in Mountjoy Prison, said that the 
hosing of the prisoners had stopped, only to 
be siicceeded by a denial of exercise. The 
men were locked up in the cells and wings, 
and could not exercise in the compounds.

The account of the Northern Exchequer for 
the period ending 30th September—the, first 
six months of the financial year—shows that 
there was a balance in the Exchequer ‘on’ the 
1st April last of £11,203, and the balance on 
the 30th September was £151,876. s 

During the six months the transíerred tax 
revenue amounted to £459,877, which-ineluded 
£211,000 estate, etc., duties, £140,600 stamps, 
and £64,365 motor vehicle duties. e re- 
served revenue totalled £4,670,908, of which 
£2.272,493 was Customs and Excise, £2,035,282 
Inland Revenue, and 000 Post Office. 

The non-tax revenue was £1,806,961, which 
included a British grant-in-aid (Special Con- 
stabulary), 000; British ant-in-aid 
(crimina iain £750,000; British oo 
aid (unemployment relief schemes), ,686 ; 
land purchase annuities, £321.556. —“. 

The total revenue was £6,937,746, to which 
is added other receipté, including £240,000 
temporary*borrowings, £290,000 Ulster Saving 
Certificates, bringing the total to £7,612.608. 

The expenditure (trausferred) amounted to 
£3,424.840. The'largest item ot expenditure 
was £856,000 for the Ministry of Education. 
The © Special Constabiflary Post £756,000, 
criminal injuries £240,000, and general ¢er- 
vices of the Ministry of Home Affairs 
£557,000. The Finance Ministry absorbed 
£606,000, unemployment relief grauts totalled 
£120,000, while general services of Ministry 
of Labour cost £190,500 for the six months. 
The Ministry of Agriculture cost only £32,000, 
but this was even higher than the Ministry of 
Commerce, which had a modest £13,500. 

The reserved expenditure totalled £771,374, 
the largest item being £368,200 for the Post 
Office. The Royal Irish Constabulary (includ- 
ing pensions) cost £106,175, Land Commission 
£116,004, Customs and Excise £56,114, Inland 
Revenue £31,746. Northern Ireland paid an 
Imperial contribution of £2,118,750 for the 
six months. 

The total expenditure was £6,314,964, to 
which is added a number of other issues, in- 
cluding £675,502 temporary borrowings re- 
paid, £25,000 Ulster Saving Cerfificates re- 
paid, £160,000 loan to Unemployment Fund, 
and temporary ifivestments £250.000.

WEMBLEY EXHIBITION. 


General Smuts, Premier of the Union of 
South Africa, on Saturday visited Wembley 
Park, where he laid the foundation stone of 
the South African pavilion in connection with 
the British Empire Exhibition next year. 

Sir Edgar Walton, High Commissioner for 
the Union of South Africa, who presided, said 
that the Seuth African people had undertaken 
a great work at the Exhibition, but they were 
determined to help themselves to the utmost 
by their own efforts. 

General Smuts said that South Africans 
wished to make their pavilion conspicuous and 
distinctive of South Africa. If it was their 
way to start slowly, they always finished well. 
He believed that the Exhibition would do

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‘BELFAST’S WATER 
“ SUPPLY. 


30,000,000 GALLONS A DAY. 


THE “SILENT VALLEY” 
SCHEME. 
—————— 


Lord Carson will cut the first sod of the 
new storage resorvoir in the Silent Valley, 
Mourne Mountains, for Belfast’s water supply, 
on Wednesday. It is estimated that it will 
take seven years to complete the Mourne 
Mountain scheme, and Belfast will then be 
assured of a water supply of 50 million gallons 
a day for trade and domestic purposes. This 
will be sufficient to meet the requirements of 
dduble the present population of the city. 

Over 500 men will be employed upon the 
undertaking, and at present 200 men are en- 
gaged upon the preliminary work. A railway 
is being laid from Annalong to the Valley to 
carry material brought by steamer to the 
little Sonth Down harbour. This. railway 
and extensions will be over 54 miles long, and 
already a new locomotive christened “Ulster '' 
is at work. Steam excavators are preparing 
the way for the completion of the railway 
line, and several iron bridges are being builf 
to span-the rivers. Wooden houses to ac- 
commodate the workers are being built at the 
“Silent Valley,’’ and in a short time there 
will be a small village in the centre of the 
mountains. 

The “Silent Valley ” is 40 miles from Bel- 
fast. The catchment as, consisting of 
over 9,000 actes, are the property of the 
Belfast Water Commissioners, 
closed by substantial stone walls from the 
adioining areas. These mountain slopes are 
free from any possibilty of pollution, and the 
water collected from them is so good in 
quality that no filtration or other treatment 
will be necessary. 

STORAGE FOR 3,000,000,000 GALLONS. 

Mr. F. W. McCullagh, M.Inst.C.E,. Chief 
Engineer, Water Office, Belfast, afd past 
President of the Institution of Water Engi- 
neers, has written a souvenir pamphlet in 
connection with Wednesday's. ceremony. 

Describing the present scheme, he states :— 
This new storage reservoir will be formed 
by the construction of an earthen embankment 
across the Kilkeel River, in the ‘ Silent 
Valley,” about 1,550 yards north from the 
Commissioners’ main entrance gate at the 
public road, near the Colligan Bridge. It will 
have a direct catchment area of 5,500 < :res, 
and when completed and filled with water to 
top-water level, at 500 feet over Ordnance 
datum, will store 3,000 million gallons, which 
will form a lake almost two miles long, one- 
third of a mile wide, and have a water area 
of 240 acres. 

The main embankment will extend across 
the “ Bilent Valley” from the slope of 
Moolieve Mountain ‘on east side, to the 
slopes of Slievenaglogh on the west side. 
having a total length at top-level of 1,503 
feet. & maximum height over river bed of 
80 feet, and a base width at river of 560 
feet. The materials to form this large 
embankment willbe of several grades of clay, 
vs aa will be excavated and Lrought from 
the 40 ecres of “ clay, lands already acquired 
by the Commissioners, about 13 miles south 
of the line of bank. 

The lower portions of the inner or water 
slope will be covered with granite veaching 
and the upper portions with granite oitching. 

The underground water tightness of the 
reservoir will be ensured by the sinking of 
an extensive main trench below ground jevel 
along the entire length of the embankment. 
and continued by short arm’ trenches extend- 
ing into the east and west mountain slopes. 

During’ the many months required for the 
sinking and re-filling of this trench with con- 
crete a substantial wooden trough or chute 
will be constructed to carry the river waters 
safely across and prevent flooding in the 
workings below ground. 

The course of the main. river will be 
diverted at a point about 700 yards north of 
the main embankment into a new open diver- 
sion channel, which will cross the floor of the 
valley to the east side, and terminate at the 
forebay, to be formed at the north or upper 
end of the outlet tunnel. This diversion 
+ channel will be about 506 yards long, 50 feet 
wide, with flat floor and sloping sides, 
covered with granite pitching. 


MANUSCRIPTS BURNED. 
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MR. HOUSE’S LAST 
INSTRUCTIONS OBEYED. 


The manuscripts left by the late Mr. H. F. 
House have now been destroyed, in accordance 
with the terms of his will. 

Mr. House, a wealthy and retired Indian 
Civil Servant, whose death in a London hotel 
was given wide prominence by the description 
of him as ‘“‘the loneliest man in the world,” 
spent years of arduous and patient work in 
researches for a new history of the English 
draina. 

in addition to a large collection of books, 
some of which were rare, and others of which 
«contained his marginal notes, Mr. House's 
reseatches were contained in a considerable 
bulk of manuscripts, which his will directed ‘o 
be burnt. 

In the irécresta of scholarship, his sister, 
who was thé «hief beneficiary, expressed her 
intention gf keeping the papers some time, 
pending the submission of some scheme for 
their use. . 

Subseguently, after a thorough examination 
of the private papers left by Mr. House, his 
sister felt compelled to carry out his wishes. 

Further instructions were found, which, it 
was considered, left no option, one being :— 

“- Burn everything in my handwriting, or 
thought to be in my handwriting,’ 
followed by the urgent request, ‘‘ Don't fail 
to do this, ” while another document required 
Mr. House's sister to sign a written statement 
which he enclosed, ' 1 promise to carry out 

your wishes... .” 

“In the face of these insistent and im- 
pressive injunction’s”’’ (says the Bookman’s 
Jcurnal), Mr. House’s sister has carried out 
her-melancholy duty—a task which occupied 
several hours—and consigned to ashes the 
labour of years.’’ 

At the inquest on Mr. House it was stated 
that he had practically no friends, and, 
although he had an income of about £2,000 a 
year, he lived very frugally. His hotel bill 
never exceeded 12s. a day. 

No specific mention was mate at the yg wr 
of the manuscripts which have now been 
burned, but it was stated that many papers 
had been found in his room, including a 
number of medical books and prescriptious. 

He was known to have heen interested in 
the collection of early editions of Shakespeare, 
and he haunted the old bookstalls and second- 
hand shops in the West End in his quest for 
literary treasures.

doubt that trade follows policy and that 
by certain political reforms the British 
Government probably could extend the 
market for British goods; but the problem 
is far more complicated than the Labour 
leaders seem to believe it to be.

AN EXPORT OF INTELLECT. 
LETTER FROM LORD JUSTICE 
O'CONNOR. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


ÍIR,—Ít is very curious and gives much 
food for reflection to watch the effect of a 
Government Commission on the mentality of 
those who comprise it. The business, of 
course, is of a creative nature, and the mind, 
rioting in the joy of the effort, longs to 
produce something that is really worth while. 
There is a tendency to shift from right to left, 
and the stolid reactionary, unless his tough 
hide produces a stasis in the process, emerges 
as a full-blown radical. So, therefore, laughing 
at myself for having recommended, under the 
existing conditions, Iris” railway nationalisa- 
tion, which the Government most properly 
turned down, I may be permitted to pillory 
the Judiciary Commission finding which the 
Government has ‘made iis own. 

A strong. fearless, independent Bench and 
bar is the greatest asset of a State. Credit, 
which is the life blood of every progressive 
community, depends upon it. No man will 
trust another with his goods in exchange for a 
promise to pay unless he knows that, in the 
event of dispute or non-payment, he has a 
remedy sure, certain, and incorrupt. The 
interchange of thought depends upon it; for 
who will dare open his mouth = way of 
criticism unless he knows that, if his criticism 
is challenged in a court of justice, right will 
prevail ? The protection of our lives and 
property depends upon it; for the action of 
our courts must provide the sanction that 
keeps us safe. Our liberties depend upon it, 
which in every State are sometimes menaced 
by executive action. 

There are, of course, other considerations. 
The law is a noble university, which, by the 
breadth of its information, and its cultivation 
of so many different qualities—memory, 
powers of analysis and reasoning, imagina- 
tion, eloquence, practical sagacity—is the best 
fitted of all for the production of the useful 
citizen, and above all of the useful statesman. 
Edmund Burke wrote: “ The law is, in my 


sciences ; a science which does more io quicken 


| and invigorate the understanding than all the 


other kinds of learning put together.” If the 
output of this great university be dammed, 
impaired, or.diverted, the State is weakened 
and drained of. some of its best intellectual 
resources, And the law, by its ceremonial and 
majesty, keeps the evil doer in check; to the 
man who risks the dock, the bloke in the wig 
is more an object of dread than a bloke with- 
out a wig. The English people did not keep 
up the.custom of javelin men at assizes with- 
out good reason. Such things, too, inspire 
respect for authority in general, a useful 
frame of mind which makes for happiness in 
those bound to obey, and for concord between 
them and those they are bound to obey. 

So much for genera! considerations which 
show us with what misgivings every citizen 
should regard any attempt to lower or 
degrade the administration of justice; 
how carefully and delicately the whole fabric 
should be handled; how dangerous it is to 
depart from the known and tried and launch 
into the unknown and untried. These con- 
siderations:apply to Ireland, emerging from a 
revolution, with enormous force. But there is 
one special consideration which makes me 
write this leiter. What is most to be feared 
in the Ireland of the future ? Political dangers 
there are, but one hopes and believes that 
time and patience will surmount them. Of the 
material prospects before the country there is, 
I should imagine, very little fear. When the 
introspection and self-criticism—those essential 
conditions precedent to right thinking and 
right doing—which self-government always 
brings, have had full and free play for a few 
years; when the country has recovered from 
the diseased mentality that years of political 
dope have caused, I conceive Ireland as taking 
up, maintaining, and possibly improving upon 
the rate of extraordinary progress which she 
had been making up to 1920. 

The real danger seems to me to be quite of 
another kind—that Ireland may become a hum- 
drum commonplace country, exporting its 
intellect faster than before. Sir Horace Plunkett 
voiced, I think, this fear when he said that. 
a prosperous Beotia will not be a Hibernia 
pacata. The tendency to export intellect 
is the result of a natural law. Canada makes 
bitter complaint that New York—and to some 
extent London—sucks her best and freshest 
brains. It is not altogether the quest of 
material gain, though that, to be sure, has a 
great deal to with it; it is the hunger for the 
intellectual quality to be found in a great 
capital. In Ireland we have to endure the 
strain of our national allegiance. to an 
extraordinary degree. Within a few hours’ 
journey from us lies a city which is the 
financial centre of the world, and whose 
intellectual output has a greater influence upon 
humanity than that of any other city, 
or, it may be true to say, of any 
country. It has stolen some of our best 


from us in the realms of art, literature and. 


journalism, and the loss is irreparable. Ameri- 
can attraction adds to the drain. . And we are, 
of course, ill compensated by the presence in 
Ireland on occasional visits of some of our 
ablest Irishmen. I fear that, no matter what 
we may do, the process is inevitable; it can- 
not be disregarded in forecasting the future 
of this country. But, at any rate, we should 
do nothing to accelerate it; and it is because 
I think the proposed judicial reforms will 
Mama it that 1 regard them as deplor- 
able.

Local Bars tend 
to degenerate; they have not the great correc- 
tive which the presence of a big profession 
and a big public supply ; they lose the inspira- 
tion which is sweetest, purest and strongest 
at the fountain head. 2 

Carry these reforms through and your Bar 
in the capital city becomes a comparatively 
petty profession; it becomes in the 
country a still petty _ profes- 
sion. What An . exodus 0 
all young men inclined to London, 
which offers prizes tting a calling in which 
it is given to few to excel.

MONTREAL, Sunday. 

Mr. Lloyd George received a tumultuous 
welcome on his arriva] here shortly after nine 
o'clock last night. The station was packed 
and gaily decorated. The St. David's Welsh 
Society extended a cordial welcome and pre- 
sented flowers, while the band of the Guards 
played Welsh national airs. 

Mr. Lloyd George appeared to be in good 
health, and seemed delighted with his recep- 
tion. He spoke very briefly, acknowledging 
the greetings, and was cheered cn stepping 
from the train. 

Mr, Martin, the Mayor, greeted Mr. Lloyd 
George and escorted him to the car, which 
proceeded slowly along the quarter mile from 
the station to the Mount Royal Hotel. The 
entire route was black with dense cheering 
crowds. Mr. Lloyd George acknowledged the 
cheers bareheaded, and there was some diffi- 
culty in getting him through the throng, which 
gave him an almost delirious welcome as he 
entered the hotel. He seemed astonished at 
its warmth and its obviously non-partisan 
character. 

He spent the evening quietly and privately 
with Mrs. Lloyd George and his daughter, 
who were given an equally enthusiastic 
welcome, and were obviously delighted with 
the hotel, which was |specially decorated with 
a wealth of flags, flowers and bunting. 

This morning Mr. Lloyd George breakfasted 
with the Mayor, and at eleven o'clock 
attended Service at the First Baptist Church, 
which was crowded. After the Service he 
drove through the streets to the. residence 
of Mr. Lansing Lewis, a prominent Welsh 
citizen, where a formal reception was held by 
the Welsh Society. It was attended to 
suffocation point, and there were crowds 
everywhere on the line of route. 

Mr. Lloyd George lunched with Senator 
J. P. B. Casgrain, and at half-past three 
attended a civic reception after turning the 
first sod of the Westmount Baptist Church, at 
which ceremony he spoke in Welsh, while 
Lieutenant-Colonel J, Owen James, command- 
ing the Second Welsh Regiment during the 
war, when Mr. Lloyd George's son, Richard, 
was his Adjutant, translated. The weather 
was perfect. with brighi sunlight, a blue sky 
and keen air. Mr. Lloyd George obviously 
enjoyed himself hugely amid the plaudits of 
the crowd. He was entertained to tea by 
Lieutenant-Colonel W. H. Owen and Mrs. 
Owen, and dined privately with Lord Athol. 
stan, while Mrs. and Miss Llovd George dined 
with Ligutenant-Colonel and Mrs. Owen.

If you 
want to keep a young, brilliant and ambitious 
lawyer from trying his chances in London, 
you must give to the plums of the profession 
a flavour comparable with that on the other 
side of the Channel. That id not all. A 
supreme judge must have prestige. His 
prestige will, of course, partly depend upon 
himself, upon his legal acumen, his general 
erudition, and, above all, his character. But 
it will partly depend upon something else— 
to wit, his social station. This ought to be of 
the best; he should have the little elegancies 
which refine the mind and lift him up in 
the estimation of his neighbours. He is, 
necessarily, more or less aloof from the com- 
munity; that aloofness should not be that of 
a hermit in a cottage, but of a personage who 
lives a life of repose, contemplation and 
dignity. . And it is because Great Britain has 
furnished its judges with these things that its 
judges have a prestige and a reputation 
which are found nowhere else. 

The Constitution of the Irish Free State re- 
quires new courts to be set up. and, therefore, 
the bill must pass in some shape or form— 
indeed, there has been too much delay about 
it altogether. The present procedure is, of 
course, susceptible of improvement in many 
ways; it is only right to enlarge the county 
court jurisdiction. I suggest doubling the 
jurisdiction in common law and equity. That 
would. I think: go far enough to meet the 
necessitier of the case. 

I have been very loth to express an opinion 
on the bill. but. having formed an opinion, 
which, as already indicated, is the opposite 
of my first view, I think I can do no better 
public service than to state it.. My exveri- 
ence. is. somewhat. unusual—ten vears in a 
solicitor’s office, eightesn years at the Bar— 
of which four years were spent as a Law 
Officer—and five years on the Bench. I try 
to view the matter selely from the public 
standpoint: If the matter is controversial. I 
can plead in extenuation that it is one within 
the peculiar cognisance of lawvers, and, 


| further, that I have no, interest in the matter. 
My connection with the legal profession will- 


soon come to a close, and my rights are amply 
safeguarded.—Yours, etc., ;

FEAR OF CARTERS’ 
STRIKE TO-DAY.

So íar as could be learned yesterday, the 
industrial disputes in Dublin are still un- 
settled, but the business community takes 
comíort írom the fact that the conferences 
between the Government and the representa- 
tives of the employers and of Labour are to 
be continued. 

No official information is to be had of the 
result, so far, of these conferences, or as to 
the likelihood of an agreement. 

Unfortunately, a strike of carters which, ‘it 
is feared, will take place this morning in 
Dublin, may complicate matters. It is be- 
lieved that there will be a stoppage where 
carrying firms have given notice of a reduc. 
tion in wages as from this morning. Where 
no such notice has been given the men will 
present themselves for duty ag usual: but if 
they are notified of any proposed reduction 
they will refuse to work. Firms which con- 
tinue to pay the existing rates will not be 
affected. such as the carrying contractors for 
the Post Office and Messrs. Guinness. 

As regards the dockers, there was nothing 
new to report on Saturday. Chartered vessels 
continue to arrive in considerable numbers. 
and afford much work along the quays. 
Cargoes are coming in so quickly that large 
quantities of goods of all kinds are piled high 
on the quays. If the carters’ strike should 
take place the congestion must grow from 
day to day, or the chartered vessels must 
cease to run. 


HOPE OF SETTLEMENT AT CORK. 


The general. situation in Cork has shown 
no change during the week-end, but the 
efforts towards a setilement give grounds for 
some hope. Shipping on Saturday included 
the arrival at Albert quay of the s.s, Allie 
with coal ,and the departure of the s.s. 
Girasol with cargo from Messrs. Ford’s for 
Manchester. The s.s. Cromwell, s.a Bangor, 
and the s.s. Lowland Firth, which brought 
coal. cleared light.

Germany, he said, had made the most iar- 
reaching offers any people had ever made. 

BERLIN, Saturday. 

Herr Stresemann, whose Ministry resigned 
last Tuesday at midnight, to-day. presented a 
new, Coalition Cabinet to the Reichstag, with 
demands for powers which have not been 
accorded a German Government since the 
war. 

The. Chancellor demanded a law clothing 
the new Cabinet with authority which would 
permit it to legislate without references to 
Parliament, throwing Germany under a 
Directorate, to be shared by representatives 
of the Socialist, Democratic, and Central 
parties, with the parties of the Extreme Left 
and Right left out in the cold and unable to 
hamper the Government in its reconstruction 
activities. : 

The following is an outline oí Herr Strese- 
mann's proposals to enable the Government 
to restore the Republic to a condition of 
stability :'— 

1—Authorisation law investing the Cabinet 

with the power aforementioned. 
2—The immediate establishment 
currency. 

ó—The organisation of Food Commissions, 

to insure grains in particular. 
4—Increased taxes on certain property. 

Herr Stresemann further plans for a greatly 
increased production to enable the Govern- 
ment to pay the Reparations bill, and legisla- 
tion to compel the assistance of workers in the 
task of reconstruction. 

He referred here to the newly-framed law 
setting aside the eight-hour day. The Chan- 
cellor eloquently declared war on all Com. 
munists and Nationalists, and called upon the 
whole German population to unite against 
these factions, which were sowing seeds of 
strife and bloodshed. 

Throughout. his speech members of the 
Extreme Right left their benches, but the 
Chancellor continued.despite the interruptions, 
to outline the policies which he hoped the 
Reichstag would approve. 

The speaker cried shame on those indus- 
trialists who, he said, demoralised passive 
resistance in the Ruhr and the Rhineland by 
using Government credit for the aggrandise- 
ment of their own interests. He answered 
the: recent attacks upon him by the indus- 
trialists by declaring that thus les they had 
shown only an ability to work evil to the 
Republican Government and an unwillingness 
to share responsibility with the Government 
of bringing order out of chaos. 

He told the Reichstag that it was utter 
folly to attempt to play off the Allies against 
aach other, and that Germany must rely upon 
her own initiative to get herself out of 
difficulty. He expressed the hope that France 
would now be willing to enter upon negotia- 
tions, now that passive resistance . was 
definitely abandoned in the Ruhr. 

The idea was right; he said, but Germany 
was obliged to accept defeat because oí the 
superior force against her. Germany had to 
surtender passive resistance, but she will not 
surrender her sovereignty, the Chancellor said. 
‘Ours is the land of sovereignty.’’ 

He added that the recent disturbance at 
the fortvess of Kuestrin proved that the 
Reichswehr was loyal to the Government. 
He declared that ita loyalty must be main- 
tained, and that it must be used as a political 
instrument to preserve order. 

In conclusion, the Chancellor said that he 
was determined to carry the country through 
the crisis, and that he would put down any 
revolt by the most extreme measures. This, 
he said, he was hopeful of accomplishing with 
the Socialists and the Bourgeoisie backing 
him staunchly for the preservation of the 
Republic.

FRENCH WINE-MAKING

This will be. parti- 
cularly true of the Bordeaux region, but in 
Champagne the yield will be less than in 
former years. 

Recent rains have greatly swelled this 
year’s grape ‘crop in many places.

In 
the Charente the wine-growers say that they 
will have quality in their produce, but there 
will not be much of it.

The British peoples have to make up their 
ninds, in the first place, whether they are 
prepared once more to assume the initiative, 
and.in one form or another to put forward 4 
scheme of settlement. If they are not, then 
there is nothing more to be said, and the 
second stage falis to the ground. But if, as 
we hope, it is agreed that we shall act, and 
not wait, then there is the scheme itself to 
be considered—the scheme, that is, of the final 
settlement to be imposed upon Germany, with 
the guarantees for its fulfilment. We are con- 
fident that if the Conference will once sur: 
mount the first stave, and decide that its buai- 
ness at the right moment is to lead, and not 
to follow, then it is‘equally capable of putting 
forward a concrete scheme of settlement, and 
of putting it forward, in General Smuts’ 
words, “ with a voice that will be listened 
to in the affairs of the world.”

GROUND FOR HOPE. 

Though jt would be impossible to exaggerate 
the seriousness of the position’ in the cotton 
industry, the meeting convened by the Lord 
Mayor of Manchester last Friday revealed 
one aspect of the matter that cives ground for 
hope, remarks The T'imes editorially. There 
were assembled representatives from every 
organisation, whether on the employers’ or on 
the operatives’ side, and these men had come 
‘together, not after a futile exhausting trade 
dispute to find a way to peace, but to take 
counsel together to meet a crisis in the in- 
dustry that threatened their common interests. 
The cotton trade has for many years been 
singularly free from labour disputes, and it is 
remarkable testimony to the intelligence and 
moderation of its leaders that even after the 
bitter trials of the last two and a half vears 
the workers are still willing to make sacrifices 
if measures can be devised to improve the 
condition of the industry by which they live. 

It would ‘be ungenerous to taunt LancaslHire 
in its hour of tribulation, but it cannot be 
denied that it has in the past taken bnt a 
lukewarm interest in schemes for developing 
eotton-growing mn the Empire. Now that 
the need is imperative, it should not rest 
content with the measures already adopted, 
but press for a far more extensive pro- 
gramme. The other direction from which 
help may come is the rehabilitation of foreign 
trade. For that the conditions precedent are 
peace and security—which means a settle- 
ment first and foremost in Europe.

‘The Ger- 
man fleet remained sheltered in its fortified 
harbours, andsthe British Admiralty had dis- 
covered no way of drawing it out. The trench 
lines rah continuously from the Alps to the 
sea, and there was no possibility of manceuvre. 
The Admirals pinned their faith to the 
blockade; the Generals turned to a war of 
‘exhaustion and to still more dire attempts to 
pierce the enemy's front.

Forlorn Expedient of 
Frontal Attack. 


All the wars of the world could show 
nothing to compare with the continuous front 
which had now been established. Ramparts 
more than 550 miles long, ceaselessly guarded 
by millions of men, sustained by thousands of 
cannon, stretched from the Swiss frontier to 
the North Sea. The Germans had tried 'n 
October and November to break through while 
these lines were stil! weak and thin. The 
had failed with heavy losses. The French 
and British Headquarters had still to be in 
strueted in the defensive power of barbed 
wire and entrenched machine guns. 

For more than forty years: frontal attacks 
nad been abandoned on account of the severity 
oi modern fire. But now, in France and 
Flanders for the first time in recorded ex- 
perience, there were no flanks to turn. The 
turning ‘movement, the oldest mancuvre in 
war, became impossible. Neutral territory or 
salt water barred all further extension of the 
front, and the great armies lay glaring at 
each other at close quarters without any true 
idea of what to do next. 

It was in these circumstances that the 
French High Command, carrving with them 
the British, turned again to the forlorn ex 
nedient oí the frontal attack, which had 
been discarded in the bitter experiences of 
the past. Meanwhile,’ the power of modern 
weapons had doubled and trebled since the 
Russo-Japanese War, and was increasing 
almost dailv.. Moreover. the vse of harbed 
wire and the consequent need of prolonged 
hombardment to destroy it effectually pre 
vented any chance of surprise. 


Attack More 
Costly than Defence. 


There existed at this period no means of 
taking the offensive successfully in Franw; 
the centre could not be pierced, and there 
were no flanks to turn. Confronted with this 
deadlock, military art remained dumb; the 


vommanders and their General Staffs had no | 


plan except the frontal attacks, which all their 
experience and training had led them to re- 
ject ; they had no policy except the policy of 
exhaustion. 

No war is so sanguinary as the war of 
exhaustion. No plan could be more unpro- 
mising than the plan of frontal attack. Yet 
on. these two brutal expedients the military 
authorities of France and Britain consumed. 
during three successive years, the flower of 
their national manhood. Moreover. the dul! 
carnage of the policy of exhaustion did not 
even apply equally to the combatants. 

The Anglo-French offensives of 1915, 1916. 
and 1917 were, in nearly every instance, and 
certainly in the aggregate, far more costly to 
the attack than to the German defence. It 
was not even a case of exchanging a life for a 
life. ‘wo, and even. three. British or French 
lives were repeatedly paid for the killing of 
one enemv, and rrim calculations. were made 
to prove that in the end the Allies would still 
have a halance of a few millions to spare. 

It will appear -not only horrible. but in- 
credible, to frture generations that such 
dottrines should havé been imposed bv the 
military profession unon the ardent and heroic 
ponulations who yielded themselves to their 
orders.

The had exalted the 
‘hatadlls d’usure, " or “ battle of wearing 
down,” into a foremost position is contra- 
dicted by history, and would be repulsed by 
the greatest captains of the past. Nearly all 
the battles which are regarded as master- 
pieces of the military art, from which have 
heen derived the foundation of States and the 
fame of commanders, have been battles of 
mariwuvre, in which very often the enemy 
has found himself defeated by some novel 
expedient or device, some queer, swift, unex- 
pected thrust or strategem. 

In many such battles the losses of the 
victors have been small. There is required for 
the composition of a great commander not 
only massive common sense and reasoning 
power, not only imagination, but also an ele- 
ment of légerdemain, an _ original and 
sinister touch, which leaves the enemy 
puzzled as well as beaten. It is because 
military leaders are credited with gifts 
of this order which enable them to 
ensure victory and save slaughter that 
their profession is held in such high honour. 
For if their art were nothing more thah a 
dreary process of exchanging lives, and count- 
ing heads at the end, they would rank much 
lower in the scale of human esteem. 


The Many Kinds of 


Manecuvres. 


theory which 


there are many kinds of maneuvres in war, 
some only of which take place upon the 
battlefield. There are mancuvres far to the 
flank or rear. There are maneuvres in time, 


all of which are removed from the battlefield, 
but react often decisively upon it, and the 
object of all is to find easier ways, ‘other 
than sheer slaughter, of achieving the main 
purpose. 

The distinction between politics and 
strategy diminishes as the point of view 
is raised. At the summit true politics and 
strategy areone. The maneuvre which brings 
an ally into the field is as serviceable as that 
which wins a great battle. The manceuvre 
which gains an important strategic point may 
be less valuable than that which placates o1 
overawes a dangerous neutral. We suffered 
grievously at the beginning of the war from 
the want of a common clearing house where 
these different relative values could be estab- 
lished and exchanged. 

A single prolonged conference between the 
Allied chiefs, civil and martial, in January, 
1915, might have saved us from inestimable 
misfortune. Nothing could ever be thrashed 
out by correspondence. Principals must 
be brought together, and plaas concerted in 
| common. Instead each Allied State pursued 
| in the main its own course, keeping the others 
more or less informed. The armies and navies 
dwelt in every country in separate compart- 
ments. The war problem, which was all one, 
was tugged at from many different and dis- 
connected standpoints. 


Learning the 
Lesson. 


War, which knows no rigid divisions bes 
tween French, Russian, and British Allies, 
between land, sea. and air, between gaining 
victories and alliances, between supplies 
and fighting men, between propaganda 
and machinery, which is, in faet, simply the 


given period, was dealt with piecemeal. And 
years of cruel teaching were necessary before 
even imperfect unifications of study, thought, 
command, and action were achieved The 
men of the beginning must not ke judged 
wholly by the light of the end. All had ta 
learn and all had to suffer. But it was not 
those who learned the slowest who were made 
to suffer most. 

The essence of the war problem was not 
changed by its enormous scale The line 
of the Central Powers from the Nerth Sea ta 
the “gean and stretching loosely beyond even 
to the Suez Canal, was, after all, in principle 
not different from the line of a small army 
entrenched across an isthmus, with each flank 
resting upon water.

of relieving that deadlock before Russia was 
overwhelmed; and, thirdly, the possibility of 
relieving it by great amphibious and political- 
strategic operations on either flank. —.

The Northern 
flank. 


On -the Northern flank lay a group of 
small but virile and cultivated peoples. All 
were under the impression of the German 
power, and connected with Germany. by 
many ties: but all were acutely conscious 
that the victory of Germany would reduce 
them to a state of subservience tó the con- 
queror; and all trembled at the fate which 
had overtaken Belgium, It would have been 
wrong to embroil any of these Powers with- 
out being able to defend them by sea and 
land. and to combine their forces. 

Had it been possible to achieve this, the 
position of Germany would have become 
desperate. The Dutch Army was a substan 
tial factor. The Dutch islands offered in- 
valuable strategic advantages to the British 
Navy. Denmark could open the door of the 
Baltic to a British fleet; and the command of 
the Baltic by the Allies would have afforded 
a means of direct contact with Russia. This 
woulé have rendered the blockade absolute, 
and would have exposed all Northern Ger- 
many to the constant menace of Russian in- 
vasion by sea. 


The Batkan Peril to 


Germany. 


Even more remarkable was the aspect of 
the Southern flank. Here Serbia, by heroic 
exertions, had twice repelled the Austrian 
invaders. Here a weak, divided, and ill 
organised Turkey had lately declared war 
upon the Allies. Three of the warlike States 
of the Balkan Peninsula—namely, Greece, 
Serbia, and Rumania—were divided from the 
fourth, Bulgaria, by the hatreds of their 
recent war; but-all four were the natural 
enemies both of Turkey and of Austria and 
the traditional friends of Britain. 

Between them these four Powers disposed of 
organised armies which amounted to nearly 
1.100.000 men (Serbia 250,000, Greece 
200,000, Bulgaria 300,000, Rumania 350,000) ; 
and their total military man-power was, of 
course, greater still. They had freed them- 
selves Fon the Turks After centuries of 
oppression. They could only expand at the 
expénse of Austria and Turkey. 

Serbia was alreddy fighting for her life 
against Austria; Rumania coveted Transyl- 
yania from Austria-Hungary; Bulgaria 
looked. hungrily to Adrianopie, to 
the Enos-Midia line, and, indeed, 
to Constantinople ‘itself; while Greece 
saw great numbers of her citizens still held 
down under the Turkish yoke and several of 
the fairest provinces and islands of the 
Turkish Empire mainly inhabited by men of 
Greek blood. If these four States could be 
induced to lay aside their intestine quarrels 
and enter the war together under British 
guidance against Turkey and Austria, the 
speeiv downfall of the Turk was certain. 
Turkev would be cut off completely from her 
allies and forced into a separate peace during 
1915. The whole of the forces o the Balkan 
confederation could then have been directed 
against the underside of Austria in the follow- 
ing year. 


The Alternative i 
to the Dardaneiies. ’ 


But it was also certain that the rally of the 
Balkans and the attack upon Turkey 
could not leave Italy indifferent. Italy 
was known to be profoundly friendly 
to the Allied cause, and particularly to 
Jreat Britain. She was the hereditary enemy 
of Austria. She had immense interests in the 
Balkan Peninsula, in the Turkish Empire, and 
in the Turkish islands. It seemed highly pro- 
bable that any. decisive. or successful action 
taken by Great Britain in this quarter of the 
world. must draw Italy, with ber Army of 
about two millions, directly into the ambit of 
the Great War as a first-class ally on our side.

There were, in fact, at this juncture two 
great plans of using sea-power to relieve the 
murderous deadlock in the West. Both aimed 
at breaking into and dominating the land- 
locked waters which -guarded the Teutonic 
flanks. Both would give direct contact with 
Ruesia and would rescue our Fastern alty 
from her deadly isolation, Both would affect 
in a decisive manner a group of neutral States. 
Both in proportion, as they succeeded, would 
open up enormous new drains on the resources 
of the Teutoriic Empires. Should we look to 
Holland, Denmark, Norway, and Sweden, or 
to Greece, Bulgaria, and Rumania’ Shou'd 
we strike through the Belts at the Baltic, or 
through the Dardanelles at Constantinople and 
the Black Sea?

PARIS, Sunday. 

In two’ speeches in the Meuse to-day M. 
Poincaré avoided direct reference to Lord 
Curzon. 

One of them at Ligny en Barrois 1s, 
nevertheless, clearly a reply tg the Foreign 
Secretary's reference to F — Friday. 
It is conciliatory, but cone nothing. 
He recognised more generously than he 
has sometimes done Britain’s.sufferings in 
the war and since, while pointing out that 
they were much less grave than those of 
France. ' 

Papers in close touch with the Govern- 
ment, in sharp comments on the Foreign 
Secretary s speech, had already insisted 
that it was pot for France to make pro- 
posals to England, and denied that M. 
Poincaré had pledged himself even to 
modify the régime in the Ruhr on the 
abandonment of passive resistance. 

The French Premier himself clearly in- 
tends to wait for Germany. The passage 
in which M. Poincaré refers to France's 
relations with Great Britain only deepens 
the sense of puzzledom created by Lord 
Curzon's speech following on the Baldwin 
communiqué, Tf the latter document 
changed nothing in British policy, nothing 
evidently has changed in the French

PREMIER’S SPEECH. 


WAITING FOR GERMANY’S 
PROPOSALS. 
PARIS, Sunday. 

In his speech at Ligny en Barrois to-day 
M. Poincaré referred to the German Cabinet 
crisis. After affirming that France was not 
responsible for that situation, he said :— 

“Whoever the men may be who will con- 
trol Germany's destinies to-morrow, we mean 
to remain true to ourselves. We shall con- 
tinue to demand permanent guarantees of 
security and the total of our reparations. 
We shall be ready to listen to definite pre- 
posals when we have observed ón the “sm 
that passive resistance has ceased, and that 
the deliveries due to us are again coming in 
regularly. 

“I hope that with time those of our Allie» 
who have not yet approved our conduct will 
end by appreciating it better. Publicists 
who in England affect to hope for an early 
change in Bench opinion make a great 
mistake. They have only to refer to the 
recent deliberations of the Councils Gencral, 
and they will see that the Parliamentary 
majority which in both Chambers has sup- 
ported the Government is in close agreement 
with the country. 

QUESTION AND ANSWER. 

“ But why, instead of quarrelings among 
themselves do the Allies not try to under- 
stand one another’? I hear that certain of our 
friends overseas say—‘ You are wrong to 
adhere obstinately to the Treaty of Versailles. 
It is incapable of execution.’ The answer 
is—‘ If such is the case, why did you sign it; 
why did you draft its essential clauses?’ For 
ourselves we believe that once mutual pro- 
mises are made neither party can free itself 
singly from them, and we adhere to-day, as 
yesterday, to what was promised to us.”’ Fa

added that by our 
Ruhr we did not adopt 
securing payment. It is forgotten 
when we entered Essen Germany had 
already declared herself incapable of paying, 
and had asked for several year’s moratorium. 
If we had not oceupied the Ruhr we should 
have been, as we are to-day, in the 
presence of a faulty debtor; and, moreover, 
we should have had our hands empty. 

‘Now, on the contrary, we hold pledges. 
Germany, no doubt, did everything possible 
to prevent us from developing them, but she 
can no longer succeed in this, ait is to her 
interest that the industry in the Ruhr shuuld 
not be paralysed. She is bound in :;he end to 
come to a settlement. I do not believe, any 
more than does the British Prime Minister, 
that there is between this point of view, winch 
is ours, and that of the por te Cehinet, an 
unbridgable gulf. I have set forth the French 
programme in a Yellow Book, and have, 
naturally, nothing to alter in it. But it counts 
for much that friendly and confideat con- 
versations, like those 1 had recently with Mr. 
Baldwin, should be able to be renewed fiom 
time to time to tighten ties of the Entente. 

LOYAL CO-OPERATION, 

‘However important the reparations ques- 
tion is, it is not the only question with which 
Great Britain. and France have to deal in 
common, and only recently by loyal co- 
operation in the Conference of Ambassadors 
and the League of Nations the two Allied 
Powers contributed to allay conflicts which 
might have disturbed the peace of Fart: pe. 
Let us hope that as regards the erttierne at 
of the questions which interest us_more—com- 
pensation for the damage suffered by us, and 
the liquidation of the inter-Allied debts— 
mutual good intentions may soon be trans- 
lated into successful realities. No nation 
desires it more sincerely than France. 

‘*She does not claim to have had during 
the hostilities and since the peace the mono- 
poly of suffering. She knows very well that 
Ureat Britain has suffered herself the war's 
painful consequences. But France lost more 
men than her Allies, as well as many 
more factories and dwellinghouses. If we 
do not relax our firmness we can obtain the 
satisfaction to which we are entitled. We 
only demand justice, and we are on the 
right road to obtain it. 

‘* Many of our sceptics of yesterday, both 
in France and abroad, begin to doubt no 
lofger. But abroad, if not in France,. we 
have still, it appears, some incredulous ones 
to convince. We shall set about it cordially. 
In any case, the essential thing is to reach 
the goal, and we shall reach it.’’(Reuter.)

And what, of the retailers—that is to say, 
the distributors of ds, whether of food (in- 
cluding meat, milk, vegetables or fruits), 
building materials, coal, furniture or clothing?

into the sea; factors, auctioneers, market 
experts, commission egents, and the like— 
thousands of them, ald interposed and all of 
them taking their bite, their taxes, and fees 
and commissions and dues, each of them 
adding to the ultimate cost of the article 

assing into and out of their custody, but 
improving or even benefiting the article not at 
all. Then comes the “' last scene of all,’’ the 
addition of from 60 to 160 per cent. profit 
according to the nature of the thing sold and 
other circumstances. 

When the money-lender of the early '80's 
charged 60 per éent. per annum there were 
cries of execration and ‘“‘Shylock!’’ When 
the furniture dealer of the ‘90's expected a 
profit of 60 per cent. on a turnover once a 
year he was called unconscionable. But now the 
sale of eatables, which bring a. ‘‘ turuever’’ 
every three days—milk, indeed, every day— 
and wearables every month—of these and of 
a host of other things carrying on their 
shoulders this burden of profit-snatching, 
amounting to an average -of 90 per cent., has 
at length brought the State to its knees. A 
cauliflower at eightpence, when the farmer 
gets a halfpenny! A quart of milk at eight- 

nee, when Cavan Asylum Board can get 
thousands of gallons deliveréd at 93d. a gallon, 
leaving satisfactory profit to the vendor! 
Butter at 2s. 4d., when Longford County 
Home gets as much as it wants delivered at 
ls. 4d.! Incidenfally, may I say that in the 
interests of the whole community the record 
of the contracts for the Longford County 
Home ought to be published and placarded 
in the Irish Times and elsewhere every day 
for a month. | 

You have dealt adequately with the ques- 
tion of meat; and no one who has seen the 
ag nA of the small butchers’ families 
in their Overlands, Dodges and Chevrolets, or 
watches the shop managers’ delight on being 
declared the purchasers of villas, mansions, 
and avenues and walled-in gardens on the 
outskirts of our big towns, ean swallow 
those taradiddles ‘‘that they are on the 
verge of bankruptcy,’’ or that ‘‘ they 
keep open merely to oblige their customers. ”' 
Butchers say that the “ secondary cuts have 
to go a- ing”; yet I notice in the pub- 
lished lists that ‘‘deg beef’’ is 11d. a Ib. 
and ‘‘scrag mutton.”’ 10d. a lb.—actually 
two and a hali iimes the prices of 1913, when 
cattle were the same price_as now in 1923! 

Surely there must be a remedy for all this. 
Can there not be a compulsory doing away 
with the middleman hordes and a compulsory 
limiting of the profits to a figure not exceed- 
ing 15 per cent.? Cannot the Meath, Kildare, 
and Wicklow feeders erect a central co-opera. 
tive meat market of their own in Dublin, 
where they can sell direct to their thousands 
of customers, and at a price from fivepence 
to ninepence a pound! During the war an 
enterprising feeder at Clontarf did a roaring 
trade by killing and selling his own meat at 
one shilling for the best sirloin. If ten or 
twelve other fatteners would now join him 
in the same enterprising business, what a God- 
send to the populace! The new Spanish 
Government in one week cut down the general 
cost of living by 10 per cent. Other Govern- 
ments can do likewise, and continue until 50 
per cent. is lopped off. 

As to coal, one should note that the Long- 
ford County Home contract for ' best Wigan 
delivered ” was 47s. 6d. When one subtracts 
the rail freight from Dublin. of 10s. 6d., we 
have the Dublin coal merchants supplying at 
a satisfactory profit on rail at Dublin this 
“best Wigan” at 378. If any Dublin man 
will compare this with what he pays for best 
Wigan, 49:., or, perhaps, 52s., he will see 
what profits the coal merchants are making. 
and he will ask if it ie not true that there is 
from 22s. to 25s. profit em every ton—that is 
approaching 90 pe? -cent. ; 


There is stagnation and starvation. There 
are groups, rings, societies, federations, each 
one self-seeking, and looking at the others 
with fiery eyes and sullen Bok, perhaps, 
with a scowl! and a menace, or worse, but 
not caring if their country goes down to 
chaos, while this unbrotherly strife proceeds 
unchecked. Our legislators, our Executive, 
are the only persons who can effectively cry 
a halt. Mammon-worship must he banished 
as the snakes were banished, and all unholy 
greed and selfish money-grabbing ruthlessly 
crushed. Women and children and infirm and 
old persons are in crying want, and there is 
a deadly paralysis of all trade energies. In 
avery State there must be the arterial circula- 
tion of trade and commerce which carries 
health and repair and growth to the body 
politic; and all parts of the body must act 
their part in the whole economy. If the circu- 
lation be obstructed, as now it is in Ireland, 
gangrene and discoloration and ultimately 
death must come. Over forty-one thousand 

tsons are daily becoming enervated and 
emoralised by drawing the State alms of the 
deadly dole in the Free State, and the longer 
this gratis allowance is paid to them the less 
will become both their wish to work and their 
power to work.

TURKEY'S TRIUMPH. 


CAPITAL REOCCUPIED BY 
OTTOMAN FORCES.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Friday. 

To-day is a public holiday in honour of 
the entry of Turkish troops, and great pre- 
patations ate being made for their reception. 

The whole line of the route is decorated 
with flags and festoons of laurel draped from 
British Army tent poles, which were among 
the property acquired by the Turkish tod 
Crescent. ' 

There are tremendous crowds in the svreets, 
but police measures are very extensive Owing 
to rumours of possible trouble. 

The troops consist’ of the so-called Wightn 
Army Corps, which was assembled on the 
Asiatic shores of the Sea of Marmora yesfer- 
day evening, and is being ferried across this 
morning.

MADRID, Sunday. 
Abdel Krim, the rebel chief of Spanish 
Morocco, has sent out a call for experienced 
machine-gunners at big rates of pay. He 
has four million pesetas in silver, which the 
Spanish Government paid him as ransom a 
year ago for returning three hundred cap- 
tured Spanish officers and soldiers. The 
rebel chief is spending all this on contraband 
machine guns, some automatic rifles, light 
field guns, and professional soldiers of any 
nationality to teach his wild Moorish tribes- 
men how to use this equipment against the 
Spanish. 
Abdel is paying smugglers enormous prices 
for the latest type of English, French, and 


-Spanish machine guns, and millions of cart- 


ridges. His fancy salaries have already 
attracted many French adventurers. The 
smugglers drop the cases of machine guns 
aud. ammunition at appointed places off the 
Spanish-Moroccan coast at night time. 

By some mysterious underground route, 
Abdel, from his mountain fastnesses in the 
Riff country, circulated his requirements the 
entire length of the Mediterranean, and with- 
in a few hours of the news had many pro- 
fessional, technical applioenta, to whom he 
is paying three hundred dollars monthly to 
train his wild men.

MR. MeCURDY’S 
FACTS.” 
Speaking at Northampton on Saturday even- 
Mr. VicCurdy, | said: Lhe Govern- 
ment is so busy taking off their hats to Poin- 
care, or rubbing themselves where he last 
kicked them, that they seem to have no time 
to attend to the British unemployed. As a 
matter of fact, Mr. Baldwin and his Cabinet 
are in a very difficult position. Trade is bad, 
unemployment 4s increasing, agriculture is in 
difficulties. but Whe difficulties of the Govern- 
ment are greater still. The trouble of the 
Conservatives is not that they have no remedy 
for trade depression, for unemployment, and 
for distressed acriculttirists. On the contrary, 
they have a golden remedy for all these evils, 
They have been telling us for years, “ Tariff 
Reform means work for all.” ‘‘ Tariff Reform 
means two jobs for every man.” Does anyone 
doubt that the Prime Minister, the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, Mr. Amery, and their col- 
leagues sincerely believe in the fiscal doctrine 
which thev have been preaching for so long? 
Of course not. Their difficulty is not that 
they have no remedy, but they cannot screw 
up their courage to apply it. 

One and a quarter million unemployed are 
asking the Government what their policy is 
for the coming winter. The only answer they 
get is, ‘‘ Yes, we have no policy to-day” The 
whole country is asking what is the Govern- 
ment’s foreign policy—are they in agreement 
with France, or are they in profound dis- 
agreement, ‘and what is now the policy of the 
Government with regard to the French occu- 
pation of the Ruhr. And we get no answer 
from anybody. 
bananas’’ Government. 

Unemployment in this country is due to two 
causes—the failure properly to utilise our 
agricultural resources, and the failure to 
keep pace with the world’s progress in 
the development of our manufactures. 
It is a cold, unpalatable truth that the crea- 
tion of wealth per man per hour in this 
country has already fallen to less than half 
the creation of wealth per man per hour in 
the United States. The American worker is 
producing twice as much, receiving twice the 
wages as is his British comrade. In conse- 
quence, the American home market is pro- 
portionately twice as valuable to the Ameri- 
can manufacturer as the home market is to 
us at home. We are simply starving in a 
Larger profits and bigger 
wages are like blackberries on a bramble bush 
waiting to be gathered. 

A radical policy for the improvement of 
our trade must include :—(1) The development 
of the home market. (2) A programme of re- 
equipment and reconstruction which will, of 
itself, relieve, if not entirely remove, the 
abnormal unemployment from which we are 
at present suffering; and (ó) A new policy 
with regard to the relation of capital and

The trials for light aeroplanes fitted with 
engines not exceeding 750 c.c. cylinder 
capacity, organised by the Royal Aero Club 
at the instigation of the Duke of Sutherland, 
Under Seeretary of State for Air, who has 
yresented a prize of £500 to be competed for 
as British-built machines, start to-day, and 
will continue throughout the week at Lympne 
Aerodrome, Kent. The primary object of the 
prize offered by the Duke—as is also the case 
with a further prize of £1,000, open to the 


WVail—is to obtain data of such a nature as 
may. lead to the production of simple, safe, 
controllable and inexpensive light aeroplanes, 
capable of popularising aviation among the 
youth of the nation. 

To attain this end, the rules governing the 
competition for these two prizes have been 
drawn up with economy in operation and ease 
in transportation and housing on the ground 
as the main objects in view. An additional 
prize of £500 has been offered by Abdulla 
and Co., open to all competitors, for the 
fastest time over two circuits of the course, 
viz,, about 32 miles; while the Society of 
Motor Mapufacturers and Traders and the 
British Cycle and Motor-Cycle Manufacturers’ 
Union have each offered a sum of £150 for 
the British machine which flies the longest 
distance over 400 miles daring the trials. 

Competitors may make as many attempts 
as they wish during the week to win the 
economy and speed prizes. Thus, a great 
deal of interesting and novel flying is certain 
to be witnessed, provided always that weather 
conditions are favourable. All flights will be 
made over a selected triangular course of 
about 16 miles, and the economy prizes will 
be awarded to the machines which, in the 
British and International classes, cover the 
greatest distance over 50 miles ón one gallon 
of commercially-obtainable petrol. 

MAKING FLYING POPULAR, 

There appears to be little doubt, since 24 
British and four foreign entries have been re- 
ceived, that the Duke of Sutherland's object 
will be attained, and that the trials will mark 
the first step towards the era of popular 
flight. The fact that most of the machines 
have been designed by leading British aircraft 
constructors with a view to their future em- 
ployment as safe and reliable utility’ aero- 
planes rather than as faked up contraptions to 
meet the special requirements of excessive 
economy or speed, lends confidence to this 
belief. It is possible, therefore, that the ad- 
vent of the light aeroplane will open up a 
pastime akin to motor-cycling. Every week 
throughout the summer months the purely 
sporting motor cycle events are legion, and as 
many of the riders in these competitions are 
already aeroplane pilots, there is ample ground 
to suppose that numbers of these men would 
gladly transfer their affections to the light 
aeroplane, provided that the cost is not 
greatly in excess of motor cycling, which it 
should not be. 

The danger is, however, that once the pre- 
sent trials have been concluded, the move- 
ment may be allowed to die out, as was the 
case with gliding last year. To the British 
Empire the air is becoming as important as 
the sea, and it is essential, if we are to majn- 
tain our position in the world, that the air 
sense must be instilled into the youth of 
Great Britain, and the light plane offers the 
medium by which this may be accomplished. 
Now that we possess a certain number of 
machines of this type, the movement will ad- 
vance, provided that small prizes are forth- 
coming to attract them to competitions in all 
parts of the country instead of rotting 
throughout the winter in their sheds. One 
feels confident that the Royal Aero Club would 
give every assistance, and entries would be 
forthcoming if public-spirited persons would 
put up prizes to arouse interest in light 
‘planes in their own localities.
